Who should you turn to when 
you get ripped off -- your car 
gets stolen, you get beat up, or 
when someone takes $50 from 
your purse during class -- or 
whatever? Campus security? 

“Why call us?” questioned 
John Koko Monreal, chief of the 
district security force, in a 
recent interview. “What the f--k 
can we do? Hold your hand?” 

Before explaining the 
difficulties his department 
encounters in the course of a 
day, Koko listed a few of the 
responsibilities 
of a security 
guard. They 
include 
detention and 
arrest when 
necessary, 
surveillance, 
enforcement 
of district 
regulations, 
and traffic 
control.

force must be responsible for the 
safety and security of all 


* property of the district and of 


the persons and property of all 
persons employed by, attending 
or using the district facility.”

“We just don’t have enough 
men or equipment to do the 
job.” Koko stated. When asked 
how many men were on the 
force, he said, ‘‘We have nobody, 
period. We can’t catch anybody 
because we haven't enough 
people.” 

“if someone swipes some tapes 
from your car, we can't do 
anything about it. All we can do 
is look for clues and ask around. 
When we do, everybody says, ‘I 
don’t know nothing!’ or ‘I didn’t 
see anything!’ You're just 
wasting your time coming to us. 


He also spoke about night 
security. “We have to go into 
each building and punch this 
thing,” pointing to a portable 
clock mechanism. “If we don't, 


| the insurance rates go up. No 


matter, it’s a pain in thé ass 
having to do it.” 

While Koko went to great 
lengths during the interview to 
point out what his department 
can or cannot do, he never did 
say where one should go with a 
security problem. Maybe the 
answer is simple; never get 
ripped off in the first place -- 
then you won't have this 
problem. 


“Our idea is don’t let it 
happen,” commented Trawick. 
“Don't let the situation develop 
where it becomes a felony or a 
misdemeanor. In the history of 
the department, we have never 
arrested a student or a staff 
member.”

Administrator 
hospitalized 
by stroke 


SACs Assistant 
Superintendent Vice-President 
for Fiscal Affairs, Ernest R. 
Norton, suffered a cerebral 
vascular stroke ‘Feb. 6, and is 
now fecovering at Santa Ana 
Community Hospital. 

Norton was hospitalized due 
to seepage in the right cerebral 
hemisphere which caused partial 
paralysis of his left side. He has 
since re-gained use of his left 
arm and leg. 

“i'm feeling great,” Norton 
said this week, “It’s just a matter 
of time and patience. . .but I’m 
feeling much better.” 

Norton had words of praise 
for the medical personnel at the 
hospital, noting that he’s “got a 
lot of SAC’s LVN trainees and a 
couple of graduates” aiding in 
his recovery. 

Flowers and cards have also 
contributed to his well-being, 
Norton said, and he extended his 
thanks to SAC’s faculty and 
staff for their concern.

Non-compliance with the 
ruling provides that the 
“utility shall discontinue 
service to a customer. . .if after 
notice of at least five days, the 
customer has not initiated 
compliance with such notice.” 


Edison Company District 
Manager L. H. Chandler stated 
“We can’t stop anyone from 
building a fountain, but we, 
don’t have to give them the 
energy to run it.”

What do you think of the new flash-a-message being shown on the 
television screens in the cafeteria and snack bar these days; Who has 
enough time to sit all day waiting to read the one news cast that 
might pertain to them? 

The concept of a closed-circuit television system providing the 
daily news (rather than El Diario) is good; however, el DON feels 
that the new system is neither adequate or substantially effective. 

As the students polled in this week’s “Opinion Poll” related, the 
TV system is seldom viewed, hard to read, and is afflicted with 
“bugs’---the electronic equivalent of a virus. 

This new idea, which could be so dynamic, is vitiating the whole 
purpose of TV communication -- what a waste. As viewers attest, 
reading the silver-gray screen is boring in its monotony and cryptic 
in its out-of-focus obscurity. 

el DON feels that a little creative thinking on the part of students 
and administrators, is needed. We feel that students, using the 
audio-visual material on this campus, could produce a regular 
news-summary show. These programs, Shown hourly over the 
closed-circuit system, would be pre-recorded in the AV labs by 
students interested in the art of broadcasting. 

Since Phillips Hall will soon undergo remodeling, why not 
pre-record guest speakers to broadcast over the system. Perhaps live 
broadcasts of activities could also be displayed, with recorded 
highlights shown later. 

At the very least, the system should be audible; not everyone is 
going to look up between mouthfuls to read the faint message. When 
the system is not broadcasting, there could be background music. 

The potential is unlimited. Regardless of what is developed, the 
introduction of broadcasting to SAC’s students could re-establish 
this college as an institution that meets the needs of its community 
and student body. 

el DON suggests that interested students contact Robert 
Blaustone, theatre arts department chairman, or Jim Harris, 
humanities division dean, to offer their services and talents for

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Dean visits

“The people of Egypt havea 
curtious, warm and friendly 
attitude towards Americans,” 
said Lee Layport, social science 
dean at SAC, after his recent trip 
to the Middle East. 


Dean Layport visited the 
Mideast in January with the 
famous Swan's groups of 


London, one of the leading 
historical and cultural touring 
groups in the world. 

Because of the Swans close 
political ties with Egypt, 
Layport was allowed to see and 
film many landmarks not usually 
seen by tourists. 

When asked the purpose of his 
journey, he said, it was “To visit 
key archeological and historical 
sites and to complete 
examinations of Egypt.” 

This was Layport’s third 
expedition in the last seven years 
and he is planning his fourth for 
the near future. Prior to his 
latest travels, he had visited 
Egypt in the summer of 1966 
and in 1970. 

Even though all three trips 
have been at times of political 
tension, Layport said, “The 
Egyptians are very fond of 
Americans, but can‘t understand 
why the United States gives so 
much support to Israel instead 
of more balanced support to 
Egypt and the Arab states.” 

Highlights of his tour were the 
visits to the rock tombs of Ei

Kab and the 
Beni Hassan 
tombs. The 
tombs of El 
Kab date back 
to the Mith 
Century B.C. ESNS

able to capture on film the Great 
Pyramid of Meydum built in the 
26th Century B.C. 

An exciting 600-mile journey 
down the Nile River was 
included in the tour. Most ships 
are only allowed to cruise 


through Luxore and Aswan but 
the M.S. Delta, chartered by the 
Swans was permitted a full 
cruise from Abu Simbel to 
Cairo. 

The instructor collected 1100 
color slides and 1300 feet of 


color film on his trip. He plans 
to use them in his classes at SAC 
and he is putting together a 
public lecture presentation for 
late spring and early fall. 


As a dean, Layport is not 
required to teach, but does 
because he enjoys his class. He is 
the only teaching dean at SAC 
this semester. 


Before coming to SAC, Dean 
Layport taught at USC for seven 
years. His twelve years’ at SAC, 
he describes as happy ones.

After intermission, the singer 
returned with only his 12-string 
guitar and ever-famous mouth 
harp.

Among the favorites of the long 
set were “Lay, Lady, Lay”, “Mr. 
Tambourine Man”, “The Times

This time, when the 
performer turned the stage over 
to the Band there wasn’t the 
slight let-down. Instead, the 
intensity and enthusiasm of the 
crowd continued to rise with 
every new tune. 

As Dylan returned for three 
more songs, the intense emotion 


that had been building 
throughout the second half 
climaxed dramatically when he 
went into “Like a Rolling 
Stone” his classic poem about 
life. The entire crowd jumped to 
its feet and joined in singing the 
words.
